Immigrants. 

What everybody lias \ear alter yeas" lung 
ed and sighed lor, and prayed lur in vain, is 
now occurring! The Mother Country and' 
Hie great dependencies of the empire are 
pouring in immigrants by every steamer. 
With the exeepiiuu of irrirfrigranifa from Hie 
neighboring States and Territory, the ad- 
vanced guard of immigrants this year has- 
been led by Provincials from Canada and the 
Lower Provinces. Soon numbers from Eng- 
land joined them on the way. Neat comes 
ship after ship from New Zealand. Some 
have even been attracted- from China ; and |pn" 
rr.ore are daily expeotel from Australia. 
Still more may be expected from- the British 
Possessions at home and abroad. The signs 
of a British immigration never looked no 
promising before. The lu-ture of rlie country 
never appeared more brigbt nn-1 Haltering, 
Without miners our gol I tields would remain 
undeveloped. Without farm 
ers our agricultural I 11 Is w mid bo worth- 
less — a wasle. Without population our trade 
would be small, and inn elements of national 
wealth would in .line but sl ivvly. The at- 
tractions of our gol 1-fields, however, promise 
to change the entire aspect of this country 
— politically, eonimerou.ly, industrially. If 
wo may be allowed to indulge in hyperbole, 
our prospects are such that a British nation 
tin the Pacific may be born in a day. Yet, 
with all these alluring visions of a bright and 
prosperous future, there rises up something 
that calls fur sober thought and vigoious 
action. Rome whs do! built in a day 
Neither can we expect to populate our coun- 
try, fill it with a happy and industrious pop- 
ulation, without encountering many draw- 
backs, many events that cast a gbom and 
a shade over the minds of newly arrived im- 
migrants, leading them to wish themselves 
back whence they cuine. The history 
of Hie pioneers of all new countries repre- 
sents u continual struggle to make homes 
for the succeeding gei.eiation. Mental and 
physical fntimte have to he home every- 
where; but in nb new held lor immigration 
is there gi eater mental and physical labor 
than in gold coontri. s. In the latter, the 
mind is usually excited tu its Utmost tension 
by ttie most extravagant expectations. Six 
months, a year, or two years, is the utmost 
limit that anyone gives himself to conquer 
every mental and physical obstacle, and re- 
turn home with a fortune. Sickness, no 
funds, no friends, difficulty in getting em- 
ployment f-non clip the golden-tipped wings 
of the imagination. Despondency follows ; 
and the mental and physical wear and tear 
is greatly augmented.
